BBVBN YBABS OLD. 


Anniversary Exercises of the De- 


catur Y. M. O. A. 


Dr. MarqtUs and Bro. WeldensaJl Ad- 


dress a Vast Audience—Reports. 


Ou the 20th day of April 1877, seven 


years ago, the Young Men's Christian 
Association of Decntur, was founded by 
Robert Weidensnll, and Sunday night at 
the tabernacle in the presence of 2,000 
people interesting anniversary exercises 
were held, at which President George E. 
Morehouee presided, with Prof. Lutz as 
musical director. After singing by the 
choir of 1C mnle voices and the congrega- 
tion, Rev. W. H. Webster, of Stapp'e 
Chupel, rend the 55th chapter of Isaiah, 
prayer, by Rev. Geo. B. Vosburgb, of the 
Baptist church. 


The President on behalf of the associa- 


tion gave n welcome to all within hearing, 
and then introduced Mr. Robert Weiden- 
Ball.western secretary of the Inter-National 
Y. M. C. A. Committee whose headquarters 
are nt New York city. He spoke rapidly 
prefacing his remarks by eulogizing Mr. 
I. E. Browo, Illinois State Secretary, as 
one of the grandest men nnd best workers 
in the west, the gift of the Decatur asso- 
ciation to the state. Speaking of the 
growth of the associstions he said there 
were only 38 in existence 30 years ago, 
now there nre 2,700 in the world, with 
1,200 in Ainerico, having 300 general sec- 
retaries, and possessing property valued 
nt $4,000,000. There nre associations in 
170 collegea, each having n membership 
of from 20 to 200, nnd we huve members 
among railway and commercial traveling 
mon, over 50 of the lending rnilronds of 
the country contributing $00,000 and a 
greater sum to the ndvnucement of tho 
work. 
Iu cloeiog he apoke of the relation 


of tho nssoointiou t« the evangelical 
churches and urged that tho Christian 
people give the young men their moral 
support. Tho ministers, btisiness men 
lud railway muungerp, recognize the im- 
portance ot the work nnd nil give it their 
endorsement. No yonug mnn can become 
n member of ouy association until he has 
nuitcd with n church, so it will be seen 
thnt t'ae association is subordinate to and 
an arm ot tho church, reaching out to 
gather iu young men aud induce them to 
lend Ohri'-tian and useful livea. 


Eev. D. 0. Marquis, of tho Theological 


Seminary, ot Chicago, who was pastor of 
the Presbyterian church thia city in 18C3, 
ind several years subsequent to thnt date, 
was then presented by the President. Dr. 
Marquis prefaced his extemporaneous ad- 
dress by referring briefly to his pastoral 
work in this community 21 years u#o, nnd 
alluded to several of the uctive members 
of the church, among whom he mentioned 
Samuel Roberts, deceased, brother of Mr 
T. T. Roberta. The address wns based 
on a text from Solomon who said the 
glory of the young man ia his strength. 
The Doctor dwelt at length upon tho 
physical strength of man and enlarged 
upon the forces oC man properly directed 
for the glory of God nnd the good ot hia 
follow meu. It was a forcible nnd logical 
discourse which was accorded tlie closest 
attention. 


ATtor singing by tho choir nnd congre- 


gation tho audience was dismissed with 
tho benediction by Rev. W. H. Prestley.

Mr. Temple has made mi 
average ot more than live calls a day in 
the interest of the association work, has 
written nearly 300 letters and postal cards, 
and has welcomed more than 200 strange 
yonng men to the roomp, assisted mauy 
of them financially, nnd others with in- 
formation to aid them in securing employ- 
ment. He has also attended nine religi- 
ous eerviees per week in various parts of 
the city, besides 'spending an average of 
six honre per day in the rooms. 


A. H. Mille, chairman of the devotionnl 


committee, made n good report ot ths 
progress ot the work. 


I. J. Davis, chairman of the Jail Com- 


mittee, states that religious services are 
held with the male inmates ot the county 
iail every Sabbath forenoon. He says: 
"At the close of each service a few min- 
utes are spent in personal conversation of 
n social or religions character, and read- 
ing matter is left with them. Some very 
encouraging features are noted in connec- 
tion with the work. The prisoners express 
themselves ns pleased to have the mem- 
bers ot the Y. M. C. A. viait them. Two 
or three have asked that copies of the 
scriptures should be left with them. One 
young man has been led to confess jOhrisi 


'before his fellows on different occasions 
in the meetings." 


E. P. Morehouse, chairman of the 


Young Men's Meeting committee, says the 
prayer services have proven quite profit- 
able, the attendance ranging from 6 to 20 
on Tuesday evenings. 


J. E. Saxton, chairman of the S. S^ 


Teachers' committee, says the preporntory 
meetings for tho Sabbath work have filled 
a niche that has long been needed. This 
branch, though small ut the start, has 
grown, both in numbers and in interest, 
and is now composed of many of our best 
teachers, the attendance rnrffeiDg from 25 
to 50. 


George T. Tucker, chairman of the 


Cottage Meetings committee, eajs one 
religions service is Lcld each week. "We 
go into homes generally where some 
member of the family is a professing 
Christian. There nre at times four to six 
calls to hold meetings in the homes ot the 
unconverted. They result iu great good 
to those in attendance, aud especially to 
those in whose homes we worship. The 
interest is good and tho meetings epiritu- 
nl. The attendance ranges from Sftepn 
to forty. The attendance of young men 
is limited, but of older men good." 


George R. Brett, chairman ot the Gym- 


nasium committee, reports

The 
o!d in'in had jf'20 iu cash and two drafts 
each for £50, ono drawn on n New Yerk 
bauk, aud the other on n back nt St. 
LouiR. 
At tho depot a slick looking 


stranger formed tho acquaintance of Mr. 
Sill, which was an easy matter, ns tho old 
farmer is of n very coulidiug nnture. Tlie 
stranger said he wns iu business iu Bloom- 
iiiptou whcio he had a big store; that ho 
had come In Decatur with $4,000 worth 
of jewelry which ho intended to sell, but 
had decided uot to do bo; he would take 
it buck on tho 3:15 tram. Outhe way up 
town the confidence man was overtaken 
by his confederate, asuming the role of 
a Decatur express agent. He spoke to 
the alleged jeweler and told him he could 
not send the jewelry to Bloocoington until 
tho charges, ¥13P, were paid in advance.

Ou reaching the 
National liauk, the old mau went in alone 
to gft tho drafta cashed while the sharp- 
ern btood on ibe outride, but ns he had no 
ouo to ideutity him fortunately ho did 
not g?t tho money. Tho trio then went 
to the St. Nicholtis, got dinner, nnd after- 
wards the confidence men succeeded in 
getting Sill to endorse the drafts, which 
lie turned over to them together with 820 
in cash. The pair then went out, prom- 
ising to meet tho old man at the train and 
go with him to Bloomington' whore the 
trio would be met by (he "jeweler's" car- 
riage nnd conveyed up town. The manip- 
ulation at the hotel was witnessed from a 
distance in the hotel oflice by Mr. Bhinn 
and another man, who put the officers on 
the racket, bnt it was too late. The old 
man had been fleeced and the robbers got 
away before the old man could be found 
to give a description of the fellows. Mar- 
shal Meson and Mr. Shiun hunted for Sill, 
nnd the officer finally found him at the 
depot, looking for the fellows wbo had 
made him an easy victim. Payment ot 
the drafts hna been stopped by telegrams 
sent to the St. Louis nnd New York 
drafts. After the old man had cooled oil" 
a fair description ot the fellows was ob- 
tained. Mr. Sill remained in the city over 
Sunday aud left for Bloomingtou this 
morning.

Mow Ibe "Oldest Inhabitant" Standa 


Up for the Flood of 
1832. 


It is a problem ^hcro many of tlio 


European cit'ito bury their dc;id. Kot 
but tb:il uachoity has its graveyards aud 
many of them-very huge ones at that. 
]5»t nowh.cre does the i extent seem pro- 
portionate to the death-rate. Florence 
ix'gs the fmeslion by adoptinjr tho teue- 
mont plan, makinjr the frravo-i deep and 
uuryinp; three ])eople, one above anoth- 
er. 111 oaeh grave. 
At Venice the sea 


J;indly wij)cs out the score occasionally 
ou the Lido giound, and other citie's 
have various expedient^ by which, while 
new graves are added iu one direction,' 
the old nround.s arc correspondingly ab- 
sorbed lor oilier purposes, so that a 
balance of size is continually struck, 
and thei'O is no sign of increase. ThciO 
is no such fault, hou'ever, abor.t Con- 
stantinople. 
Tho most extravagant 


grumbler could not lake issue with the 
amount of grave room there. There are 
graveyards in the city and ;jiuveyards 
beyond the walls. 
The -stones inake 


saw-teeth everywhere upon the hill- 
tops and crop up in ^prawlmq; planta- 
tions iu the valley-. The eitv has grown 
o\crthe more iinciciil cemeteries and 
very oi'ien one stumbles on the Clumps 
of the old monuments cropping up 
through the col'bloi in public streets. 


These old graveyards are of 110 parr 
ticular use uo\v, but yet in a way tuey 
have a commercial \alue.

oral donations to the priests. A latej 
member of the British diplomatic sor-[ 
vice is authority for the statement that 
this practice is still continued by the 
Turkish Greeks.

Kot a 
hard thing to do apparently, but one 
that is a serious problem in Constanti- 
nople. The graves are so shallow and 
the soil so liglit tbat the world-famous 
dogs of the city find littleMitliculty in 
scratching up the bodies for their per- 
sonal delectation as food. The ceme- 
teries of the rich are rendered dog- 
proof by high walls and close gates: 
but the poor man's ground ir fair plaj 
lor all comers anil is strewn with the 
bones of bodies thus exhumed. I hava 
in my possession a fine vertebral speci- 
men" thus polished cleaned of every 
shred of llcsh. 
Another reason why 


this desecration is so easy is that the 
Turks bury without coffins. Not that 
they do not have coffins in Turkey. 
They do, but they do not use them foi 
purposes of interment—San Francisco 
Ckronicle.
